Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 5-6, filed 10/29/2003, with respect to claim 1 8-32 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 18-32 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 18-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Prior Art doesn't show alone or in combination an electric motor comprising rotor, 
an electromagnetic brake means for braking the rotor, and a stator wherein said stator comprises 
at least one pole pair, in which at least one pole of said pole pair comprises a pole shoe which 
faces inward toward the rotor and is surrounded by a stator winding, and wherein said at least 
one pole of the stator supports the electromagnetic brake means and wherein the electromagnetic 
brake means comprises a brake element composed of an electromagnetically conductive material 
which is urged against a braking force by an attraction force generated by the magnetic flux 
induced during operation of the motor, wherein said brake element is constructed in the shape of 
a rocker element and is pivotally supported to pivot about an axis in a radially continuous free 
space within the stator such that the brake element applies a braking force to the rotor at a 
position offset from said axis.
